Available 


The patrol, 
which 
is on 
loan 


from the Soil Conservation Service 
to the Torre Rouge-Bodcaw soil 
conservation district, 
will bo in 


Hcmpstead county during the mon- 
ths of August and again in the later 
part of October and November, 
Riley Lewallen, chairman of the 
District Board of Supervisors, has 
announced. 


This patrol is to be used by far- 


mers in doing conservation work 
such as 
terracing, 
constructing 


small drainage ditches, and outlet 
channcys. Operated by the district 
all monies collected from the use 
of this patrol go to pay maintenance 
and operating expenses with any 
surplus going into the district fund. 
Service to farmers and not accum- 
ulating profit is the primary ob- 
jective Mr. Lewallon stated.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL 


AMENDMENT NO. 40 


SUBMITTEDBY 


FIFTY-SIXTH GENERAL 


ASSEMBLY 
BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SEN- 
ATE OF THE STATE OF AR- 
KANSAS AND BY THE HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES, A MA- 
JORITY OF ALL THE MEM- 
BERS 
ELECTED 
TO 
EACH 
HOUSE AGREEING THERETO: 
That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, and upon being submitted 
to the electors of the State for ap- 
proval or rejection at the next gen- 
eral election for Representatives 
and Senators, if a majority of the 
electors voting thereon, at such an 
election, adopt such amendment, 
the same shall become a part of 
the constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, to-wit: 


SECTION 1. Amendment No. 11 


to tho Constitution of the State of 
Arkansas is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


The General Assembly shall pro- 


vide for the support of common 
5cl-.".io1>: by general law, including an 
annual per capita tax of one dollar, 
to be assessed on every male in- 
habitant of this State over the age 
of twenty-one years; and school dis- 
tricts are hereby authorized to levy 
by a vote of the qualified electors 
respectively thereof an annual tax 
for the maintenance of schools, the 
erection and equipment of school 
buildings and the retirement of ex- 
isting indebtedness, the amount of 
such lax to be determined in the 
following manner: 


The Board of Directors of each 


school district shall prepare, ap- 
prove and make public not less than 
sixty (60) days in advance of the 
annual school election a proposed 
budget of expenditures deemed nec- 
essary lo provide for the foregoing 
purposes, together wilh a rate of 
lax levy sufficient lo provide the 
funds therefor, including the rate 
under any continuing levy for lh? 
retirement of indebtedness. 
If s 


majority of the qualified voters in 
said school district voting in the an- 
nual school election shall approve 
the rate of tax so proposed by the 
Board of Directors, then the tax 
at the rate so approved Miall bo 
collected as provided by law. 
In 


the event a majority of said quali- 
fied electors voting in said annual 
school election shall disapprove the 
proposed rate of tax. then Ihe tax 
shall be collected at the rate ap- 
proved in the last proceeding an- 
nual school election. 


Provided, that no such tax shall 


be appropriated for any other pur- 
pose nor to any other district than 
that for which it is levied.
